England. 

LONDON, December 17.—In the cause of

THE SMALL-POX SCARE. 


Bad State of Affairs in South St. 
Louis. 


————

The New Ordinance a Practical Fail- 
ure. 


The sensation on Jackson street yesterday 
arising from the resistance of the residents 
in that street to the removal of a smali-pox 
patient to quarantine is afact most signifi- 
cant of the very alarming state of affairs in 
the lower part of the city. A reporter of the 
PostT-DISPATCH Visited the section to-day 
and found from a short distance below Chou- 
teau avenue to below Union avenue and Pes- 
talozzi street a great deal of excitement ex- 
isting, and the event of yesterday is 
probably the forerunner only of more trouble 
in the same direction. Quite a number of 
physicians were spoken to, and a very strong 
opinion was expressed by them that the new 
ordinance on smali-pox and contagious 


| diseases was practically a failure. The scene 


yesterday was a ter:ibie one and the 
anguish of the sick man’s mother 
wus something too painful for description. 
Mrs. Kngelke looked upon the removal of 
her son to Quarantine as equivalent to his 
death, and this feeling was shared by _ her 
sympathizing neighbors; hence the force 
called into requisition was necessary to 


make the removal. 
that the  opivion 


The fact is 
largely prevails that the Quaran- 
tine is not a place where proper 
treatment is accorded to patients, an idea 
gathered from the figures of the excessive 
mortality of that place. This idea is proba- 
bly erroneous, and the figuresare founded 
upon the fact that tne cases sent there are 
extremely dangerous. The great evil exist- 
ing at present arises from the fact that peo- 
ple will not send for a physician,as the ordin- 
ance requires the reporting of patients and 
thw is equivalent to removal. One physician 
said: 

‘*I find alarge number of cases of vario- 
loid, from which large numbers of persons 
who have been vaccinated are suffering. 
There are many of these not reported on ac- 
count of the quarantine requirement, and 
there is no doubt as to the spread of 
the disease being very serious. Small- 
pox can be contracted from varioloid and 
something should be done at once to prevent 
the Seoball. On account of the reporting or- 
dinance, families will not send for a physi- 
clan and the patients are given such treat- 
ment as they can find athome. Accordingly 
the ordinance is practically a dead 
letter in many cases. Another thing 
is this: Doctors are sensitive 
about their business, and when they are re- 
eer 3 as treating smail-pox cates the fami- 
ies of patients will not have them seive as 
physicians, notwithstanding ali they have to 
say regarding the precautions and preventa- 
tives taken against contagion. This is a very 
serious cause for the existingstate of affairs, 
and something must be done to allay the ex- 
citement.”” 

“Tnen you consider the new ordinance a 
failure?” 

‘*Practically itis so, as was demonstrated 

esterday, and some immediate remedy should 

e instituted, or there is no telling where 
the trouble will end. The disease 
is getting worse, and from the very 
fact that patients are not reported. I know 
of nothing better than to have the old lawin 
force; thatis, to seclude patients, placard 
the houses where the disease is existing and 
have discretion and judgment used in their 
removal. This will give the community the 
benefit of the physicians’ experience 
and care, and will do away with 
all the fears consequent uyon re- 
moval to Quarantine, save in those case 
where removal is compulsory. This will al- 
lay all chances of a panic and will preserve to 
the people the care necessary for the recov- 
ery of varioloid and small-pvx patients.’’ 

And so matters stand for the present, and 
the status is submitted for the consideration 
of the Health Department.

THE MAYOR’S MANDATE. 


He Refuses to Sign Some Ordinances 
—Dazo Ven Liceuses. 


Mayor Ewing has withheld his signature 
from bills 132 and 133, passed by the Munici- 
pal Assembly and presented for approval on 
December 7. The bills were ordinances to 
establish North Mill Creek Sewer District 
No. 19, on Papin street, and provide for the 
building ofa sewertherein. The bills wil! 
be sent back tothe Assembly without the 


Mayor’s approvai. This action is based upon 
the remonstrance of twenty nine property- 
holrers on Papin street, representing 1,032 
feet of property, who say the proposed sew- 
er will be inadequate to serve the people 
interested: also, in a simiar petition to the 
Board of Health, signed by twenty-four 
property-holders representing 765 feet, who 
state thut they are willing to dedicate the 
north end of their lots, instead of the south, 
as proposed; also, on a communication from 
the Health Commisrioner embodjing the 
facts in the case, to the effect that the board 
had recommended to the Board of Public 
Improvements the building of the sewer on 
the north side, but the B. O. P.I. had 
dedicated the property on the soutb side, and 
such a sewer would provide insuflicient 
drainage. The Health Commissioner and 
the Board of Health recommended that the 
ordinance be not approved. Hence the 
withholding of the Mayor’s signature. 


DRAMSHOP LICENSES. 


The Mayor to-day sent the following com- 
munication to the Ci'y Collector: 

Nathaniel Hudson, E-q., Collector: 

SIR—Your communication of the 15th re- 
ceived in relation te the licensed dramshops 
of Cella & Repetto, southeast corner of 
Eleventh aud Locust streets; also of Anton 
Vert, 507 Spruce street, with the informa- 
tioo from ou that they have violated ordi- 
nance 11,/21, and you ask executive action 
in ihe cases. 

Io reply, if you willexamine the ordinance 
in question (11,721) you wil: see that it calls 
for no aciion un my part in the cases men- 
tioned as above. 

If you are correct in your facts, the effect 
of said ordinance isto annul the licenses in 
question, and no action is called for by we.

What wasted fortunes and 
wrecked lives the story of the last two de- 
cades would throw upon the screen I have 
neither the space nor inclination 
to here. Men fell 
manfully fighting against odds. 
ut nevertheless they fell, and the names of 
the beautiful boats they commanded live only 
in the memory of the veterans, to be recounted 
to the younger race of boatmen or the chil- 
dren around the winter hearthstone. What 
the railroads failed to destroy faction and in- 
ternal war accomplished, and at one period 
the passenger traffic was almost driven from 
the river between St. Louis and New Orleans. 
But throughout all these years one local ore 
ganization maintained itself and gained 
strength as it took upon itself the dignity of 
years. This was the Memphis and Vicksburg 
Company, now known as the Anchor Line. 
Its boats crept quitly along the 
banks, delivering the mati and merchandise 
to the people and car:y ng away|whatever they 
might have ready togo forward to market» 
Tre most rigid discipline was exacted of the 
Offivers and crew of the steamers, and all 
‘business was transacted with a system of 
punctuality and dispatch up to that time un- 
Known to the Mississippi. A quiet unassum ng 
littie Man s»t in bis «flice at thisend of the 
route. and directed the management of affairs 
Popularity was never sought, unless it 
be that popularity which comes to the solid, 
responsible business man from an equall 
solid, responsible patron. Deadheads and 
all that class of free riders met with a firm 
rebuke when they attempted to travel on 
their shape or popularity, and as a matter of 
course, the company lost their influence, but 
it survived itand continued to grow and ex- 
pand. I mention this fact simply to show 
that John A. Scudder was the first to intro- 
duce 4 real business system of 
management on the Mississippi. He 
shattered irretrievably and forever that 
morbid sentimentality which was a ru ling 
passion with boatmen, of seeking to win 
success, often at the eapeure of honesty and 
justice, and always atthe sacrifice of true 
financial principles; and so the new order of 
things took root and grew. No opposition, 
individual spite or imagined impositions 
could shake the company, for it represented 
a principle as imperisbable as the perpetual 
forces. Old and experienced boatmen mar- 
veled at the success which 
attended the reticent manager, 
who, during their own prosperous days, had 
begun his career asa third clerk on an upper 
river packet. They set about to study his 
metbods, and endeavored to get atthe secret 
of his success. They could imitate him in 
everything but his facu!ty for making money, 
and his bank account. They nevercou d imi- 
tute that. There are few in the State who can 
for Scudderisa born purse-hoider, or, to 
put it better, a born financier, and to make 
the success of bis operations assured, he ney- 
ergoes into debi. Now what has all 
this got to do with the  beau- 
tiful Steamer City of New Or eans? 
Very much indeed. When everybody else 
had failed to estabiish and maintain a line 
of passenger pickets in the St. Louis and 
New Orleans trade, and the two cities there- 
by were losing largely from the lack of 
proper transportation facilities, to say noth- 
ing of the trade that would accrue from fur- 
nishing the boats, and the employment they 
would give to needy people, Capt. Jno. A. 
Scudder came forward and suppiied the de- 
ficiency, and this elegant new steamer 
is one of the results of that 
move. She represents the blossom 
of this once obscure boy’s genius in its ma- 
turity and grandeur, as it has unf»lded Itself 
through all these years. slo vly, but steadily 
and surely. His mind conceiv.d ber, ais 
money built ber, and the weignt of his name 
to-day keeps her steady in her course. It is 
true all this c uld not have Seen brought 
about without trusty and competent assist- 
ants. Capt. Jao. P. Keiserisx one of th: ga 
and deserves great credit. Capt. Jas. QO Neal, 
is another, and bis uctive man- 
agement of the New Orleans line bas 
proved bim to be a man of sterling executive 
ability. Capt. Jno. W. Carroll, Capt. 
R. C. Weirick and Theodore C. Zeighier 
are factors not to be overlooked. Much 
less should I fail to mention that splendid 
navigator and noble-hearted gentleman, Capi. 
A. J. Carter, the boat’s commander, nor his 
very eflicient clerk, Capt. Archie Woods.

VIVISECTION. 


Whatit Has Done and What it is Doing 
for the Cause of Science. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Just as I was preparing for publication in 
an Eastern medical journal some account of 
Pasteur’s marvelous researches in regard to 
that scourge of animal life, splenic fever 
(charbon, milzbrand), my eye met an edito- 
rial paragraph in your paper regarding the 
arrest of Dr. Ferrier, of London, for alleged 
cruelty to dumb creatures, in the shape of 
Vivisection. You say, in effect, that the 
practice of vivisection is a useless cruelty 


which has been void of commensurate prac- 


tical benefit. Pasteur’s extraordinary re- 
sults in the prevention of splenic 
fever answer your rather hasty criti- 
cism most completely. Without entering 


into the details of his rigidly scientific and 
laborious investigations uponthe nature of 
viruses, which would be out of place here, I 
will merely say that he was led to the conclu- 
sion that the virulent properties of the or- 
ganisms which produce splenic fever could 
be so modified that when injected into 
healthy animals, sheep, for instance, it would 
afford them protection against the disease 
when acquired in the natural way. In other 
words, the same immuuity that vaccination 
guarantees against small-pox. 

As the annual loss in Francefrom splenic 
fever is of the value of 20,000,000f., the pnb- 
lic naturally demanded some test as to the 
truth of his researches, which researches, 
by tke way, had been conducted, 
of necessity on numberless animals. Ac- 
cordingly the savage and benighted peopie of 
France supplied bim with fifty sheep for 
public experimentation. He therefore ‘*‘vac- 
cinated,’? so to speak, twenty-five of the 
sheep with the modified splenic fever virus; 
the other half of the lot were not inoculated. 
A fortnigbt later all of the sheep were in- 
oculated with the most virulent splenie fever 
poison. The twenty-five “vaccinated” sheep 
did not take the disease. The unprotected 
sheep died of splenicfeverin fifty hours. At 
the date of Pasteur’s communication to 
the Londoo Medical Congress, they 
had protect:d more than 20,000 
sheep, besides horses and cattle,

His stuaies on 
brain localization have been of inestimable 
value to practical medicine and surgery, to 
say nothing of their importance in a mere 
abstract way. The great Lister, whose anti- 
septic method in surgerv has saved more 
lives than Napoleon sacrificed, was obliged 
to go to France recentiy in order to avoid 
arrest in England while pursuing some 
studies relating to his antiseptic 
method. I do not wish, sir, 
to abuse your courtesy fulther, butif time 
and space permitted, I could multiply in- 
stances from the time of Harvey’s immortal 
discovery of the circulation of the blood 
down to yesterday, almost, when vivisection 
has directly and positively put into the hands 
of physicians the means of relieving human 
suffering.

The interpretation of the play 
was not always perfect last evening, and to 
this fact may have heen partly due the im- 
pression that this first act is the strongest of 
the five. It atleast presented the actor in 
the delineation of those firm and sterling vir- 
tues which so beautify his Virginius. The 
second act brings a soliloquy for Mr. McCul- 
lough, better in the rendering than in itself, 
and culminates in Cade seizing Suffolk by the 
throat, being captured by his guards, and 
exclaiming: **The vampirethat feeds on Kng- 
and’s flesh demands another victim.’ 

The third act ought to be dramatically the 
strongest. The Earl’s brother, the Prior of 
St. John, comes to Cade, as he is confined 
in the oratory, reveals a plot by which he in- 
tends to secure his brother’s place and reve- 
nues, puts Cade in the way of possessing 
certain incriminating papers, and urging him 
to assume the name of Mortimer; but Mr.

PATTI’S EARLY LIFE. 


Her Half-Brother Tells of the Prima 
Donna’s Childhood. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 


“I saw Adelina last week, after a separa- 
tion of twenty-two years. Directly I heard 
she had arrived in New York I hastened to 
her, and she greeted me with every sign of 
affection,” said Signor Ettore Barili, yester- 
day, the well-known professor of singing in 
this city, and half-vrother and early instructor 
of the worid-renowned prima donna, Adelina 
Patti, who will arrive here in a few days. 
“Did you find your sister much altered?” 
asked the reporter of the Press, who was con- 
yersing witao Siguor Barili. 

“Very little. Of course, she has a less 
youthful appearance; but who does neé look 
older at thirty-nine than at seventeen, which 
was her aze when last I saw her? Yet she is 
still the bright, piquante, dasbing little lady 
whose mwarvelous voice drove the musical 
world of New York mad with admiration and 
astovishment more than two decades of years 
ago. She has retained ali the earth at her 
feet ever since. Adelina Pattiand the nicht- 
ingale are queens of song, whose thrones can 
never be overthrown.’’ 


‘*Then her voiceisin no wise impaired?’ 
‘Impaired! Impossible! When I heard 
her sing at one of her concerts—an aria from 
‘Lucia,’ another from ‘Dinorah’—I cried; 
[ could not restrain my tears; it was perfect. 
And I gave her the first musical instruction 
she everreceived. Strakosch saysin the bi- 
ography he recently published of my sister 
that she came with her parents in 1844 to this 
country. That is not true. 
that year, and did not come to this land unti! 
1847. Her father, Salvatore Patti, came the 
year previous; he had been offered while in 
Europe the managership of the Paimo Opera- 
house in New York,and had accepted the en 
gagement, and his wife, my mother, followed 
a year later with her youngest child, Ade- 
lina. Therest of her children remaineda 
year or two longer in Europe atschool. Let 
me say a word for the family. My mother, 
Madame Barili, was a widow with eight cbil- 
dren atthe timeshe married Signor Patti. 
She bore four children to ber second husband 
—Amelia, Carlotta, Carios and Adelina. 
Amelia is the wife of Strakosch, the impre- 
sario. She has a magnificent contralto voice. 
Carlos was a great violinist. Had he lived 
he might have rivaled Paganini. Signor 
Pai, the father, was i tenor artist of the 
highest reputation, and Madame Barili Patti 
was the first prima donna of hertime. To- 
gether my mother and stepfather sang in all 
the great opera-houses -in Europe, and their 
triumphs are still green in the memory of 
citizens of Naples, Florence, Milan, Lisbon, 
Barcelona, Cadiz, Seville and Pans. 


‘*You see, therefore, that Adelina’s talents 
are herinheritance. She was bornin music. 
Her tiny ears were feasted with the most de- 
licious strains while she lay in her cradle, 
and her lullabys were the divine melodies of 
the great masters. Whenshe was a little 
thing of four sbe could imitate her father 
and mother,whom she watched at rehearsals, 
and at seven years oldshe could repeat at- 
most any aria in the list of operas—of course 
only by ear. About this time I also came to 
New York from Europe, and established my- 
self as an instructor of singing. Adelina was 
one of my pupils.
